At the Prison Door. 

What her grief was like wo will not 
attempt to deacrUie. A woman o( de- 
cent family, and beraelt held In restwct 
by all who knew ber, the sense of dls- 
£race which she experienced must 
have been very keen Indeed. Sorrow 
followed sorrow, tor with the disgrace 
came the wrench of separation — a 
wrennh which ttio widowed HKjI.liHr 
felt u« one ol the worst drops in her 
bitter cup. Tiie poignancy of Mrs. 
Magulre's griel knew no bounds, lor 
the love hIio bore her wayward ciulld 
was passionate In the extreme. 

A abort delay— a time ol insufferable 
suepcnse lu llic distressed mothar— 
and the day fixed for the girl's trial 
cara^ rouad. Poll nixn ioauu guilty of 
the offence wltb which she was charg- 
ed, and sentenced to transportation 
— n sentence English JudgCH hud a par- 
ticular fondnciis for pruuuuuclng In the 
days of which this sketch speaks. 

She had to leave the land of her 
loretHtUera tor the land ticyond the 
bruud expanse of ocean, truly in those 
early days looked upoa us an uaex^ 
plored country wlience no traveller 
ysoA likely to return.

Among 
Poll's convict compunluDB were many 
older men and women, who, lu spite 
of Ecowiing, sullen countenances, broiie 
down on stepping from their native 
sliore to tiie vessel that was to Iw 
their home and prison for one hun- 
dred or more dreary days. Wringing 
their manacled hands they would cry 
In the inlouylty of their sorrow, "Ould 
Ireland,' dear ould Ireland i" 

Along the shore and on tbo old 
wooden pier were crowds of relatives 
and friends— fathers, mothers, and 
clilldren ol the prlaoners — stricken 
wltb grid, wringing their hands and 
tiowaiilDg the fate of tboao who by 
force of the law were being torn cruel- 
ly from them and rudely hauled along 
the plank which led to the transport 
ship. 

At last there stepped upon that 
fateful ptank the slight figure uf a 
girt ta her teoiis. Dressed In the 
grey convict garb, with the broad ar- 
row conspicuous upon it, wltb her 
black, curly liair cut short, and wear- 
lug the regulation cap,. It would have 
been difficult tor anyone to recognise 
In that sad, strange figure Poll tUa- 
gulro. 

It needed, however, no effort on 
Mrs. Uagutre's jmrt to recognise hor 
daughter, disguised and disfigured by 
harsh fienal regulations, From a 
group of sympathising friends there 
rushed a womau, prematurely old and 
grey, shrieking her daiiglitcr's name 
In ubcents which pierced the hardest
